Where will impure water liiul au tnWo- 
cate since its quundum friend, the .Stiuid- 
nrd, 1ms ackiiowlodyed that the city sup- 
ply is neither sutlicient nur^oddf Abimd- 
oned in its inisavourincsalhe WiUcrand its 
bugs still continue to gurgle through the 
pipes and nauseate everyone who niuy 
iittempt to drink them in an uniiltered 
state.. The admission of our milk- 
iind-watensh c<ijiteinporuiy,lu)wevor,ian>it 
enough. The supply is nut only not siillici- 
eiit or good. It is decidedly bud. (.)ll'i'nsi\ 
to the taste and sniell,prejudio:il to hualtli 
and diingoroua to the reputiition uf this 
iitliei wise delightful city. It is useless to 
argue iiyainst facts that are pnlp-ible and 
undeniable. Hugs and water spiders in 
glasses, and leeches and worms and small 
tiah in bath tubs- -to say nothing of the 
stench of thq^wainj^ wliich greets theulfac- 
t(>rtes — are pjilpable facta which neither 
the eloquence »>f the water commissioner 
nor the platitudes of the organ of i'upuro 
water can gainsay. It has not been as- 
serted that the city oliicials failed in their 
duty — that they have slmwii iL^iioraiice 
and been neglectful or nuliti'erent in the 
dischargOiOf their duty. They have done 
the best that they could under disadvant- 
agous ciroumstanees. But they cannot 
draw wholesome water from a swamii or 
prevent animal life from passing tlirough 
the filters. What the public do complain 
of (and with excellent reason) is that the 
elocjuent gentleman who act.i as water cmu- 
nnssioner (and is an elticient and valuable 
ollicer) siiould have so far forgotten him- 
self as to call in ipiestion the right of the 
grand jury and The Culunint to challenge 
the fpiality of water, which no one knows 
butter than the W. C. is unfit, when un- 
iiltered, for human cnnsuinption. Did 
AJr.. _liu8SeU imagine that people hav- 
iqg.eyes yet saw not/ lialates, yet tasted 
not? 'hoses, yet smelt not? The presen- 
tation of a grand jury ia a solemn thing. 
It carries weight because it is the de- 
liberate and legitimate expression of a 
body of respectable citizens wlio have 
been sworn to present no man or tiling 
through fear, favor or ail'ection. Their 
tindingB in otlier provinces and countries 
are held in respect and where nuisances 
are presented the parlies interested im- 
mediately set to work to insure their sup- 
pression. The grand jury found that tiio 
Victoria water supply was bad. Ttie 
water commissioner questioned the tind- 
ing and berated the press and singled out 
a leading member of the gnmd jury for 
attack. Against this attack The (\jhiniM 
protc-ited in vigorous language. The 
.Standard with a jjerversily born of a do- 
sire to say something in opposition to 

'Thf Ci)liinisl, look up its pen in defence 
of the water. Ho pronounced it sweet 
and palatable. Tiiere is no accounting 
for tastes; and if the Standard man drinks 
his water"iieat"the peculiarstylo of hisedi- 
t.u ialais accounted for. The water comrnis- 
Hiiiiier and the watei eiigiueei a ha^•e .siiciil 

';.feveral year.') lu vaiu ellnrt.-i to refurin the 
water supply. Many thousands of dollars 

.1 liuve been expended on lilleis and dams 
and what is the result / The tluul is ii.it 
improved. It is vvorae than ever. It is 
buggy and it dinkn of the swamp, 'i'he 
source is rotten. We long since aband- 
oned all hope of over improving the sup- 
ply until a now source had been obtained. \ 
in the improved condition of civic atlaiis 
and the a])|)rfciation of real estate conse- 
([uent upon the triumphant success of the 
government policy the burthen of a bet- 
ter supply of water would not fall heavily 
on the ratc[j»yers. This city is destined 
to become a great "svatering" place, resid- 
ents and visitors have freipieiitly been 
heard to say; but it will never stand high 
us such until it shall have obtained an un- 
limited supply of pure water. Milliona 
<jf tuns of the ery.ital lluid heaven distills 
for man's une are rinining to waslc daily 
within a few miles of the town and citi- 
zens are content tu drink the emanutioiis 
of a swamp ! 

THE BOUNJ>AI{Y LINE HAlLWA Y. 

The Col iiinli'iini lepeat.-i its plea fur the 
allowanci! of the biiuiidaiy raiiway.s in an 
article that ia worthy a better cause. The 
gist of our Contemporary's argument is 
that because the Americans are about to 
construct a line to the bcmndaiy Colum- 
biana must do likewise or a large volume 
of trade will be lost to the province. What 
possible inlluonce ihe buikling of an Am- 
erican line, having a connection nuthin 
the province, would have on the trade of 
New \\'o8tniinster district we are at loss 
to understand. It certainly seems as if 
tlie farmer on the British side would pre 
fer to send his |)roduce to and buy his 
supplies at a market on his own wide to 
trading with the Americans by wliom he 
would be met with the disadvantages of a 
GUBtoni liouso and a |irohibilive tariU'. II 
it is assumed that Ihu Canadian I'nciDc 
railway ivas undertaken for tin: whole and 
sole benelit of the pcopl,; of Itrili.sli Co 
lumbia, and that the iiitercits only nf this 
province are lobe considered, the Co- 
lumbiaii.'i argument is entitled to .some 
weight; but ns the Canadian Pacific is a 
national line, subsidized liy the nation 
and built in tlie interest of the whole Do- 
minion, every unprejudiced jjerson will 
see that should the Canadian government 
permit the conatnicticjii of side-pocket 
lines which would draw traflic from the 
Canadian Pacilic road they would do a 
very stupid thing indeed. The disallow- 
ance of the boundary railway bills is con- 
sistent with the action uf the Dominion 
government in the matter of the Koole- 
nay railway bill. The primiotors were 
told by iSir Alexander Campbell that 
thair'bill would not be allowed unless thoy 
gave guarantees that tliuy would not con- 
nect with a line south of the line and 
would agree to freight their ore only over 
the Canadian Paoi6c line . 'J'hese guar- 
anteoB were given, and the f)ill, after 
amendnioiit in these particulars by the 
local house, will be allowed at Ottawa, 
Are the promoters of the boundary line 
railway prepared to give similar guaran- 
tees? If they are they will probably ex- 
perience no dilhculty in having their bills 
allowed. If they are not, they might as 
well coase their agitation. It will be 
fruitless.
